and that his fee was $5000. 
Similar information was _ re- 
ceived from other sources, Nagy 
added. 

The company took its first 
formal step to obtain an Illinois 
certificate when it wrote Bar- 
rett last Dec. 27, inclosing a 
check for $5000. The letter, 
signed by Richmond M., Flow- 
ers, president of the company 
and an Alabama State Senator, 
stated that the insurance firm 
wanted to do business in Illi- 
nois and concluded: 

“We have been advised that 
your fee for attorney's service 
will be $5000. We understand, 
of course, that there will be 
certain miscellaneous costs and 
have been authorized to pay 
same.” 

Nagy, who conducted most of 
the negotiations with Barrett, 
including the interview about | 
which he told the Post-Dispatch, | 
said that “miscellaneous costs’ 
referred to any filing fees which 
might be necessary, or other 
routine legal expense.

Donald J. Moehlman, whose 
automobile crashed head on into 
a car occupied by a young 
family on VU. S. Highway 66 
early yesterday, killing 30-year- 
old Mrs, Eaward Reagan, was 
charged with mansiaughter at 
Clayton after police reported he 
was racing another driver at 
100-mile-an-hour speed. 

Deputy Marshal Victor C. 
Hindrichs of Marlborough said 
he chased machines driven by | 
_Moehlman and Roy Bowler Jr., 
at 100 miles an hour from La- 
clede Station road east to the 
scene of the crash, one half 
mile west of the St. Louis city 
limits. 

Witnesses along the route 
also reported the drivers were 
racing at 100 miles an hour. 
Hindrichs said he sounded the 
siren on his police car and 
turned two flashlights on the 
speeders but they continued the 
race. 

Crossed Center Line. 

The crash occurred on a 
curve where Moehlman crossed 
| th» center line of the four-lane 
highway in an attempt to pass 
Bowler. He struck the Reagan 
machine, driven by Mrs. Rea- 
gan’s husband, who sought to 
turn out of Moehliman’s path. 

Mrs. Reagan was pronounced 
dead at St. Louis County hospi- 
tal. Reagan, 29, suffered a frac- 
tured pelvis and is in St. Mary’s 
Hospital.

Russia will do all in its power 
to make the proposed world 
agency a success, Georgi N.

The Soviet delegate, however, 
deplored the fact that Western 
nations had rejected Moscow's 
proposal, backed by India, to 
prohibit the production of 
atomic and hydrogen weapons. 

Zarubin also compained that 
provision in the draft statute 
for the organization, operating 
“under the aegis of the U.N.”

The report showed a drop 
last month in crimes against 
persons, such as murder, rape 
and aggravated assault. Only 
333 such crimes were commit- 
ted in August as compared to 
364 for the corresponding month 
of last year, a decrease of 31. Of 
the 333 such crimes reported 
last month, 182, or 54.7 per cent, 
were reported solved 

Of 16 murders reported last 
month, 15 were reported solved. 
In August 1955, 11 murders 
were reported and nine solved. 

Robberies last month were 
fewer than during the previous 
month and August 1955. Eighty- 
one robberies occurred last 
month as compared with 106 
in July and 109 in August last 
year

There was no offi- 
cial comment because of the 
absence of Nasser, meeting in 
Saudi Arabia with King Saud 
and President Shukri Kuwatly 
of Syria. 

Arab League May Meet. 

Arab League leaders in Cairo 
said a meeting of all nine Arab 
heads of state was under con- 
sideration “to co-ordinate col- 
lective measures” in the Suez 
crisis. The other Arab League 
members are Iraq, Lebanon, 
Jordan, Yemen, Libya and Su- 
dan. 

Indian Prime Minister Neh- 
ru’s top foreign affairs expert, 
Vv. K. Krishna Menon, arrived 
in London to get from British 
officials their latest thinking 
on the Suez dispute following 
the 18-nation conference last 
week. Menon last week con- 
ferred with Nasser in Cairo, 
and the Egyptians apparently 
hoped his discussions in the twe 
capitals would furnish a basis 
for direct negotiations between 
the two sides in the dispute. 

Menon had a 50-minute tall 
with Foreign Secretary Lloyd 
There was no immediate indi 
cation of any results. Menor 
will be in New York when the 
Security Council discusses th 
substance of the Suez situation 
perhaps within the next twit 
weeks.

Studies show 
that older people in the lowest 
income brackets have far more 
days of disability per year from 
chronic diseases than those 
whose incomes permit them to 
obtain early diagnosis and treat- 
ment. Patients over 65 who are 
admitted to hospitals remain 
twice as long as the typical. pa- 
tient. Many older citizens who 
are hospitalized could be better 
cared for and would be happier 
in more homelike surroundings, 
such as nursing and boarding 
homes or attractive and well- 
run homes for the.,aged. But 
theré are not enough such insti- 
tuitons and many of the exist- 
ing ones are substandard. 

Mental Health Problem, 

The problem of mental health 
is especially serious. Between 
1900 and 1950, while our popu- 
lation was doubling, the num- 
ber of patients in mental hos- 
pitals tripled. The number of 
patients who were 65 and older 
increased 10-fold! Now, one out 
of every four patients in our 
mental hospitals is 65 or more 
—three times their proportion 
of the population. The average 
state mental institution is poor- 
ly prepared to receive these 
patients and does not have 
nearly enough psychiatrists,

‘Disaster of Benson.’ 


In his latest bid for the farm 
vote, Kefauver renewed his 
charges that Mr. Eisenhower 
had broken his 1952 campaign 
promises to the farmers and 
fired fresh volleys at Secretary 
of Agriculture Benson and Vice 
President Nixon. 

“For many farmers,” he said, 
“the natural disaster of drouth 
came to afflict them, along with 
the unnatural disaster of Ezra 
Taft Benson. 

“And the wmillionaire-domi- 
nated Eisenhower Administra- 
tion raised the interest rate on 
disaster loans to these farmers 
from 3 per cent to 5 per cent. 
As for Nixon, Kefauver said 
the Vice President in his 10 
years in the House and Senate, 
“voted consistently against farm 
price support, soil conservation, 
REA, and other legislation to 
help agriculture.” 

“Do you want to take a 
chance on Richard Nixon be- 
coming President of the United 
States?” he asked.

Franklin Roosevelt and Harry Truman. 


These voters bolted 


the party four years ago to vote for Dwight D. Eisenhower. 

This break is heaviest in the farm belt, where even those 
farmers who “never had any use for Roosevelt” say they will 
be voting Democratic in November because “the little farmer is 
being squeezed out and no one in Washington cares.” 


Of all the farmers to whom 
I talked in eight Minnesota 
and Iowa counties who favored 
Mr. Eisenhower in 1952 fully 
one-third are changing. Others 
are still undecided. This rep- 
resents a heavy enough swing 
so that Adlai Stevenson could 
win both states. 

In the suburbs and cities, Mr. 
Eisenhower is holding much 
better. In some worker neigh- 
borhoods of Chicago, San Fran- 
cisco, Des Moines and Detroit, 
he. is losing half of the one- 
time Democrats who scratched 
their tickets for him last time; 


but in cities like St. Louis, 
Rockford, Minneapolis and Mil- 
waukee ‘his losses run far 
lower. 


Losses Partly Offset. 

These losses, moreover, are 
offset partly by a shift to the 
President of voters who fa- 
vored Stevenson four years 
ago because “the depression 
we were afraid the Republi- 
eans would bring hasn’t come.’

Into 
each of these communities I 
have gone, ringing doorbells 
and talking to voters of every 
kind—farmers, workers, house- 


wives and business men, pen- |

Interest Still High. 
Much has been written of the 
“apathy” and “com- 
placency” of the voters. In the 
14 farm counties and 15 cities 
visited so far, there was no 
such indifference among the 


people I talked with. There is | 


less excitement than in 1952, 
when the Korean war was still 
razing, agd the vote undoubtedly 
will be smaller. Still, interest 
in this year’s contest is run- 
ning far higher than during 
1954 congressional elections. 

The elcstion will be settled, in 
my judgment, not by the voting 
turnout but by how the several 
million persons who voted for 
Truman in 1948 and Eisenhower 
in 1952 mark their ballots this 
time. How many will stick with 
Eisenhower? How many are re- 
turning to the Democratic 
party? 

In all my interviewing I have 
made a special effort to search 
out these all-important Truman- 
Eisenhower voters. In my ques- 
tioning I have sought the “why” 
of their voting, feeling that this 
would not only forecast the elec- 
tion outcome but show how both 
parties are realigning. 

Concern over Mr. Eisenhow-

‘Missouri contended that Riss & Co. was oper- 
ating hundreds of truck tractors in this state 
which were registered in other states but ought 
to be registered in Missouri under the law. After 
a controversy, the State filed suit against the 
company to oust it from doing business on the 
grounds that it had violated Missouri's truck 
license laws and other motor vehicle laws. 

According to Mr. Hyder the proposition made 
to him by Mr. Blair was that if the State Patrol 
would cease arresting Riss drivers the company 
would license 75. more tractors with the state. 
The lawyer for the State Patrol said he regarded 
it as improper for the Lieutenant Governor of 
the State to make the proposition, coupled, as 
he says it was, with a “suggestion” that if it 
were not accepted all registration would be 
withdrawn from Missouri. 

a . * 

Mr. Blair says today in defense of himself 
that he did nothing improper, that there is 
nothing to keep the Lieutenant Governor of 
Missouri from practicing law and that he has 
been doing private legal work right along. 
Legally this all may be true but if the facts 
are as Mr. Hyder reports them, Mr. Blair has 
some more explaining to do. He needs to ad- 
dress himself to the point as to whether he used 
the office of Lieutenant Governor in behalf of 
a private client to bring pressure on the State 
Highway Patrol. Did he—or did he not? 

The disclosures from Springfield concern an 
immediate and important direct responsibility of 
Gov. Stratton—the conduct of the Illinois De- 
partment of Insurance. A study of official rec- 
ords by the Post-Dispatch shows that thousands 
of dollars in “legal fees” from out-state insur- 
ance companies seeking to. do business in IIli- 
nois have been collected by former Illinois At- 
torney General George F. Barrett.

Mr. Barrett, who went down to defeat in 1948 
with the scandal-ridden Dwight H. Green Ad- 
ministration, is regarded in insurance circles as 
the unofficial head of the Illinois Insurance De- 
partment. One company after another found 
that the way to obtain clearance to do business 
in Illinois was to hire the Barrett firm for un- 
important routine services for which high 
charges were made. 

How serious this ugly, smelly situation is can 
be judged from the fact that some insurance 
companies declined to discuss their experience 
for the reason that they feared official reprisals 
from Springfield. Some companies, rather than 
pay the so-called “legal fees,” have withdraww 
their applications in disgust. 

These facts call for an immediate explanation 
by Gov. Stratton. He says he was not responsi- 
ble for the lo@ting of the Illinois Treasury of 
$1,500,000 by ex-Auditor Orville E. Hodge, now 
behind bars at Menard. But Gov. Stratton can 
not say he is not responsible for a department 
headed by his own appointees, first the late 
Robert E. Barrett (brother of George Barrett) 
and now Justin T. McCarthy. 

Why are these “legal fees” being charged?’ 
Are they being split with anyone outside the 
Barrett law office? If so, who is in on the cut? 
How many other similar arrangements may there 
be in the Stratton Administration? 
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Some Progress in Parole 

The increased use of pre-sentence investigation 
by probation officers in St. Louis courts, re- 
ported by the National Probation and Parole 
Association, represents a marked improvement. 
The pre-sentence interval is the point in the 
process of punishment and redemption at which 
this fuller knowledge of the prisoner can do the 
most good. It can help the judge decide in an 
informed way between imprisonment and proba- 
tion. And it can be useful from then on, to the 
prison authorities if the prisoner is committed, 
to the State Board of Probation and Parole in 
assessing him as a parole risk, and to the parole 
officer under whose supervision he may later be 
placed. 

Last year 466 of the 547 investigations by pro- 
bation officers were pre-sentence, compared 
with almost none seven years ago. 

In the quality of-supervision given to parolees, 
however, the record shows there is much room 
for improvement. The parole officer should form 
his own independent judgment of how the pa- 
rolee is getting on, calling on him at times when 
he cannot be on studiedly good behaviour. The 
association reported that probationers “report 
to the office at stipulated times and are inter- 
viewed in a somewhat perfunctory manner.” 
That is inadequate supervision, the corrective 
is more and better-qualified parole officers. 
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Sounds Fine Until Tried 

Phonetic spelling would not be of much help 
to Homer W. Wood, the California publisher, we 
fear, even if it were made official. And that is 
what he is asking the Government to do because 
he can remember when he was kept after school 
for failing to master as-is English spelling.

Considering how vital the training of more 
doctors is to so many aspects of proper care for 
the nation’s health, the opening of a new school 
of medicine and dentistry calls for a salute— 
especially since the school, a division of Seton 
Hall University in Jersey City, is the first of its 
kind in the history of New Jersey. Gov. Robert 
B. Meyner called this a “shocking fact,” espe- 
cially in view of the difficulties encountered 
heretofore by young people of the state seeking 
to enter the medical or dental professions. 

Yet the fault lies with the voters of New Jer- 
sey. Only two years ago they rejected a proposal 
for a $24,000,000 state medical school at Rutgers 
University. Seten Hall is a private, Catholic in- 
stitution; but when its new schools are in full 
operation four years hence it expects to have 
500 medical and 200 dental students, admitted 
without regard to creed. 

Seton Hall becomes the eighty-third medical 
school in the United States and the fortieth un- 
der private auspices. It brings to a dozen the 
schools opened in the last decade—including 
the opening this year of upper classes in the 
now full-course medical school of the University 
of Missouri—after four decades in which the 
spread of medical schools was at a standstill. 
The opening of the new institution is an es- 
pecially appropriate way of commemorating 
Seton Hall's centennial. 

Yet the fact that New Jersey’s only medical 
school is a private one—like almost half of those 
in the United States—is a reminder of how re- 
miss the states have been in this field. 
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The True Starting-Time 

Maybe you, too, nave noticed it. Policemen 
again are wearing ties on duty. The after-mid- 
night “good music” programs again are coming 
in without static.

But these 
also are the days when, even without a drink, 
the blood runs quick again after the ordeal of 
heat and the sometimes greater ordeal of try- 
ing to escape it. 

Schoolmasters have shown themselves wiser 
than calendar-makers by starting their year now. 
Country folks will tell you there is a practical 
reason for this: their heaviest work is out of 
the way and the help of the young may be 
spared. But we have always felt that there is a 
deeper reason for starting the year in late Sep- 
tember: that’s when a man feels at his best, 
when he takes up tasks with keen zest. It is a 
better starting-time than even slow-waking 
spring. 

Oh, there is still time for a last lazy float down 
the James or the Current, time to tempt a last 
trout with a royal coachman. But in a few weeks 
the falling leaves will be too thick on the water.

Elvis Presley, Teen-Agers and TV

Critic finds Elvis Presley's television appearance distasteful 
of and charges TV industry with exploiting teen-agers; youth faces 
too much pressure now for such ‘over-stimulation’; but it is TV 
leaders who should grow up and show sense of responsibility.

Télevision broadcasters cannot be 
asked to solve life’s problems. But 
they can be expected to display adult 
leadership and responsibility in areas 
where they do have some Significant 
influence. This they have hardly done 
in the case of Elvis Presley, entertainer 
and phenomenon. 


On the Ed Sullivan show Mr. Presley 
made another of his appearances and 
attracted a record audience. In some 
ways it was perhaps the most un- 
pleasant of his 
three  perform- 
ances. 

Mr. Presley ini- 
tially disturbed 
adult viewers—and 
instantly become a 
martyr in the eyes 
of his teen-age fol- 
lowing — for his 
strip-tease behav- 
ior on last spring’s 
Milton Berle pro- 
gram. Then with 
Steve Allen he was 
much more sedate. 
On the Sullivan 
program he in- 
jected movements of the tongue and 
indulged in wordless singing that were 
singularly distasteful. 


Neither criticism of Presley nor. of 
the teen-agers who admire him is par- 
ticularly to the point. Presley has 
fallen into a fortune with a routine 
that in one form or another has always 
existed on the fringe of show business.

In a Frantic Era 


Family counselors have wisely noted 
that ours is still a culture in a stage 
of frantic and tense transition. With 
even 16-year-olds capable of command- 
ing $20 or $30 a week in their spare 
time, with access to automobiles at an 
early age, with communications media 
of all kinds exposing them to new 
thoughts very early in life, theirs in- 
deed is a high degree of independence. 
Inevitably it has been accompanied by 
a lessening of parental control. 


Small wonder, therefore, that the 
teen-ager is susceptible to overstimula- 
tion from the outside. He is at the age 
when an awareness of sex is both 
thoroughly natural and normal, when 
latent rebellion is to be expected. 


But what is new and a little discour- 
aging is the willingness and indeed 
eagerness of reputable business men 
to exploit those critical factors beyond 
all reasonable grounds. 


Television surely is not the only cul- 
prit. Expose magazines, which once 
were more or less bootleg items, are 
now carried openly on the best news- 
stands. The music-publishing business— 
as Variety most courageously has 
pointed out — has all but disgraced 


itself with some of the “rock ‘n’ roll”. 


songs it has issued. Some of the finest 
recording companies have been willing 
to go right along with the trend, too. 


Of all these businesses, however, tel- 
evision is in a unique position. First and 
foremost, it has access directly to the 
home and its wares are free. Second, 
the broadcasters are not only address- 


ing themselves to the teen-agers but, 
much more importantly, also to the 
lower age groups. 


When Presley executes his bumps 
and grinds, it must be remembered by 
the Columbia Broadcasting System that 
even the 12-year-old’s curiosity may be 
overstimulated. It is on this score that 
the adult viewer has every right to ex- 
pect sympathetic understanding and co- 
operation from a broadcaster. 


A perennial weakness in the execu- 
tive echelons of the networks is their 
opportunistic rationalization of televi- 
sion’s function. The industry lives fun- 
damentally by the code of giving the 
public what it wants. 


Good Sense Is Needed 


‘This is not the place to argue the ar- 
tistic foolishness of such a standard; 
in the case of situation comedies and 
other escapist diversions it is relatively 
unimportant. But when this code is ap- 
plied to teen-agers just becoming con- 
scious of life’s processes, not only is 
it manifestly without validity but it also 
is perilous. 


Catering to the interests of the young- 
er generation is one of television's main 
jobs; because those interests do not 
always coincide with parental tastes 
should not deter the broadcasters. But 
selfish exploitation and commercialized 
overstimulation of youth’s physical im- 
pulses is certainly a gross national dis- 
service. 

The issue is not one of censorship, 
which solves nothing; it is one of com- 
mon sense. It is no impingement on 
the medium’s artistic freedom to ask 
the broadcaster merely to exercise good 
sense and display responsibility. It is no 
blue-nosed suppression of the proper 
way of depicting life in the theater to 
expect stage manners somewhat above 
the level of the carnival sideshow. 


Chasing the Fast Buck 


In the long run, perhaps Presley will 
do everyone a favor by pointing up 
the need for earlier sex education so 
that neither his successors nor TV can 
capitalize on the idea that his type of 
routine is somehow highly tempting yet 
forbidden fruit. 


But that takes time, and meanwhile 
the broadcasters at least can employ a 
measure of mature and helpful thought- 
fulness in not contributing further to 
the exploitation of the teen-ager. 


With congested schools, early dating, 
the appeals of the car, military service, 
acceptance by the right crowd, sex and 
the normal parental pressures, the teen- 
ager has all the problems he needs. 


To resort to the world’s oldest the- 
atrical come-on just to make a fast buck 
from such a _ sensitive individual is 
cheap and tawdry stuff. At least Pres- 
ley is honest in what he is doing. 


That the teen-ager sometimes finds 
it difficult to feel respect for the mor- 
alizing older generation may of itself 
be an encouraging sign of his intelli- 
gence. If the profiteering hypocrite is 
above reproach and Presley isn’t, to- 
day's youngsters might well ask what 
God do adults worship.

Between Book Ends 


For Virginians Only 
THE VIRGINIA TRADITION, by Marshall W. Fish. 
wick. (Public Affairs Press, I1i pos., $2.58.) 

An honor roll of sensitive observers 
have looked upon Virginia as something 
to the side of the main drift of Ameri- 
can life. Crossing to the Old Domin- 
ion, T. S. Eliot once said, is almost as 
definite an experience as crossing the 
English Channel. Marshall W. Fishwick 
of Washington and Lee University has 
sought to distill, in a series of essays, 
the essence of this uniqueness. 

He is not the first to make the at- 
tempt, but few of his predecessors have 
brought to the job a better balance of 
literary craftsmanship, critical insight, 
wit and genuine devotion to the heri- 
tage about which he writes. 


Any respectable tradition is com- 
posed of two elements: the land and 
what feeling has made of that land. 
From this perspective, Prof. Fishwick 
has written. That the tradition, in 
many of its parts, rests on slender 
foundations is of no more interest do 
him than the fact that people have em- 
braced it and acted on it. He quite cor- 
rectly assumes that living history (some- 
thing distinct from correct history) ema- 
nates not so much from the printed text 
or the classroom as from folk beliefs 
and popular persuasions. 

. * . oe” 

Mindful of critics who agonize over 
such discounted concepts as “tradition,” 
the author is ready to concege to Vir- 
ginia and her people a wide diversity. 
Yet he insists that for young and old, 
rich and poor, mountaineer and low- 
lander, “it has always meant something 
to be a Virginian.” 

Among other things it has meant a 
conviction of the superiority of rural 
life, a recognition of the merit of aris- 
tocracy, a chivalric attitude toward 
women, leisureliness and a belief that 
integrity and fortitude rate higher on 
the scale of values than brilliance and 
profundity. To literal-minded demur- 
rers that these items hardly add up to 
a tradition, Prof, Fishwick would prob- 
ably reply that their importance is 
something Virginians feel rather than 
outsiders understand. 

For those seeking global solutions to 
global problems, “The Virginia Tradi- 
tion” does not have much to offer. It is 
frankly an elucidation of a particularis- 
tic culture and how it came to be. How- 
ever, one need not be a Virginian, by 
birth or adoption, to enjoy this little 
volume. Localism, is one of the price- 
less legacies of the past. And for all its 
narrowness and injustices one wonders 
if it ‘s not preferable to the sodden 
uniformity that menaces from within 
and without.

“The kid gambled on his 
own,” said Coach CHALMER 
(WOODY) WOODARD, “but 
you've got to gamble a little 
more than usual to beat No- 
tre Dame. We wanted to win, 
not tie.” 
tie-breaking TD came 
on a 14-yard sweep to the 
left by LON SLAUGHTER, 
S.M.U. halfback, on the time- 
worn Statue of Liberty play, 
which suckered the eager 
sophomore-laden right side of 
the Notre Dame line. 

“When Charley (Arnold) 
backed up as though to pass, 
the whole right side of their 
line charged in and to the 
left,” said Slaughter, who 
hesitated at right half, then 
reversed behind Arnold.

Foresman has a background 
of “getting things done,” in the 
field of child welfare, going 
back to his first depression job 
in a Chicago settlement house. 
A graduate of the University 
of Denver, 1932, he had taken 
an A.B. degree, but after a 
short period as director of 
recreational crafts and boys’ 
-worker, he became so interested 
that he secured scholarship help 
in order to take a master’s de- 
gree in social service adminis- 
tration -at the University of 
Chicago. 

He helped supervise a proba- 
tion project for the United 
States Children's Bureau, taught 
at the University of Denver, did 
welfare work for the state of 
Nebraska and the territory of 
Alaska. For five years he was 
executive director of the Chil- 
dren’s Bureau of Los Angeles, 
and for six years was a regional 
representative of the United 
States Children’s Bureau, a job 
that took him to Hawaii, Puerto 
Rico, Alaska and the Virgin 
Islands. 

“It was an exceedingly rich 
experience,” he says of this 
territorial work, “but after a 
certain number of years you 
‘run out of wind’ so to speak. 
My jurisdiction was changed to 
North Carolina and Kentucky 
and that is how I got involved 
in the administrative reorgani- 
zation of the Kentucky Chil- 
dren's Bureau. We worked at 
strengthening their program, 
getting Kentucky out of the 
bottom position, and well intd 
the top in child and youth work. 
We really built a program and, 
I think we were very success- 
ful, And then along came Happy 
Chandler.” 

After Chandler's election as 
Governor, Foresman continued 
what he regarded as a “calcu- 
lated risk,” maintaining a merit 
system for employes, refusing 
to give individuals with political 
indorsement preferred: positions 
on adoption waiting lists. But 
gradually the program was 
scrapped, the staff dispersed. 

Kentucky's loss proved to be 
St. Louis’s gain. It happened 
just at the time that the Social 
Planning Council had set about 
looking for an outstanding pro- 


N making a study of the 
best use of bond issue 
funds designated for an 
institution for delinquent 
children in St. Louis county, 
Kenneth Foresman and his 
team studied case histories 
of children who had come 
before the court, to deter- 
mine what types of children 
they were and what kind of 
treatment they needed.

The study itself had been the 
subject of such discussion on 
the part of many interested 
child welfare groups. It arose 
out of the desire of the county 
circuit judges and Ralph Smith, 
chief probation officer, to have 
an intermediate place where 
youthful offenders might be 
sent rather than sending them 
to Boonville. After the passage 
of bond issue funds, the ad- 
visory board of the County 
“Welfare Department formally 
requested a study be made of 
the best use of the money and 
a group of county residents was 
assembled to assist.

HE professional part of the 

study was conducted by For- 

esman with the aid of a clin- 
ical husband-and-wife team, 
Francis and Marjorie Bryant 
who had worked with hir’ in 
Kentucky, and Mrs. Jane War- 
ren Butler, case reader. ‘ihe 
technique they used was to take 
the total of 373 cases which had 
come before the County Juve- 
nile Court and the four judges 
who had alternated on Juvenile 
Court duty, from October 1954 
through June 1956. Of these, 
a sampling of 199 was analyzed 
to determine what was wrong 
with the child, what was wrong 
with his family, and what kind 
of treatment should have been 
available for him. 

The term “him” proved to be 
appropriate. There were so 
few girls—only 24 of the 199 
—that it was concluded there 
is a need for an institution for 
boys only, that girls can be 
served by existing facilities. 
Findings of the study pointed 
to the type of institution it 
should be. 

The type recommended is 
described in professional terms 
as an “open campus treatment 
institution.” From the number 
of cases studied, it was sug- 
gested that a starting capacity 
be 30-32 boys, and, as popula- 
tion increases, an increase to 
60 in 10 years. It would be

justment to social living, not 
one to treat serious psychoneu- 
rotic disorders which require 
more extensive and more ex- 
pensive treatment. Yet there 
would be psychiatric, psycholog- 
ical and casework services in 
the program. 

Physically the institution 
would require 10 to 12 acres of 
property, which the committee 
agreed presented a major prob- 
lem. It would include two one- 
story cottages, following the 
present day trend -to smaller, 
more home-like settings in in- 
stitutions; an administration 
building, school and gymnasium, 
chapel, service building, and 
residence for a superintendent 
and assistant. Ideally the turn- 
over would be high, with boys 
sent out, able to cope with life 
more successfully after a stay 
of a year or less. 

Much of the study is technical 
in terminology but to the lay- 
man, especially the lay parent, 
it points out one salient fact, 
namely that inadequate young- 
sters come from inadequate 
homes. 

“The basic important aspects 
of child growth and develop- 
ment,” Foresman says, “is that 
the child be blessed with a fam- 
ily that has security, warmth 
and affection. This you can't 
legislate and you can't preach, 
because parents are themselves 
individuals with needs, and the 


result of the kind of upbringing 
and care they had. 

“Lots of times even parents 
who try very hard find them- 
selves dealing with situations 
with which they’ve had no 
previous experience. They may 
do the wrong things. And yet 
as long as there is affection 
and understanding, a feeling of 
really wanting the.child and the 
child’s feeling of belonging, the 
type of delinquency, if any, will 
be casual, or accidental in na- 
ture.” ‘

PARENT himself, Foresman 
A is sympathetic with the con- 

fusion of today’s average 
parent, unconfident and over- 
advised. 

“Parents have been told first 
one thing about child rearing 
and then another,” he says. 
“We've gone from fixed sched- 
ules and rigid toilet training to 
demand feeding and less con- 
cern about physical cleanliness 
than emotional climate. What's 
happened is that many parents 
are tense, there isn’t the same 
relaxed give-and-take. 

“I don’t know how a parent 
learns to be a parent except by 
being one. And you must have 
certain basic abilities to start 
with. Often you examine the 
parents of delinquents and find 
they never have matured, 
they’re not capable of exercis- 
ing authority.

Fix It Yourself

Storm Windows. 

IGHT about this time of 
Rk year a good many of us will 

be spending a Saturday 
cleaning and hanging storm 
windows so we thought it would 
be nice to say a few words on 
the general subject of storm 
windows. 

The primary purpose of a 
storm window is to save fuel. 
They save fuel and make the 
house more comfortable by 
slowing down the heat loss 
through windows. Glass is a 
wonderful conductor of heat 
and the single panes of glass 
in the windows of an average 
house can account for a large 
percentage of the total house 
heat loss. 

To be effective the storm 
sash must fit tightly in the win- | 
dow frame so that there will | 
be little or no movement of air | 
between the storm sash and the | 
inside cash. If there is a steady 
movement of air between these 
two. areas of glass, the storm 
sash won't be of much help. 
So the first rule when installing 
storm windows is to be sure 
that they fit tightly in the 
frame. Often it is necessary to_ 
install weatherstripping or caulk 
between the storm window 
frame and the window frame. 

It is also important to have 
some means of venting the 
space between the inside win- 


dow and storm window. This
